"The Canton people can afford to 
put paving brick * into Coshocton 
at 
the price they name when they can 
afford to offer to buy the council.They 
tried to buy me, and 1 won't vote for 
any concern that does business in that 
way." 


The words came from Councilman 
Pbarlou near thd close of the meeting 
Tuesday 
evening. Little bad been 
said of the paving contracts during 
the evening or the material that was 
to be used on the streets. By general 
consent the matter bad gone over un- 
til the adjourned se sion to be heid 
Friday evening when Mr. Pharion 
broke in with the sensational state- 
ment. He was opposed to using Can- 
ton bricic on Cherry while Mack brick, 
costing more money, was to be used 
on the Main and Cbestnut extensions. 


Mr. Pharion's statement was met 
by a storm of protest from other mem- 
bers. 


"You're the only man they tried to 
buy. I don't believe 
they have 
enough money to buy this council let 
alone with «eOO," declared Mr. John- 
son. 


"No. nor with 860,000," said Presi- 
dent Weisner. 


Other members were equally em- 
phatic in their statements that thev 
could not be bought, and for a few 
minutes there was confusion. Then 
council settled down to discuss the 
matter of paving material. 
The circumstarces which brought 
out Mr. Pharion's statement, as relat- 
ed by him to THE AGE.are interesting.

LEIGHMNGER IS GUILTY 
Jury Returned a Verdict at 2 


O'clock This Afternoon. 


WERE OUT SINCrfrSlS MORNING 


Jadfe Maxwell Carefully Ketiewed ibe Case 


la His >cnolarly and Compreheosiie 


Charge. 


The number of spectators in com- 
mon pleas court was iarger than usual 
this morning when Judge Maxwell be- 
gan his charge to the jury. The argu- 
ments had closed Tuesday afternoon 
and nothing remained but the final 
scene. Leighninger du not appear 
anxious, and Calhoun seemed SOUIL- 
what rested. 


Judge Maxwell began 
his charge 


with a; statement of the facts as tbe\ 
had appeared. He stated the indict 
uients against Leighint'er. showing 
the accused to be charged with shootr- 
ing with intent to wound and with ID 
tent to kill. lie said the indictment 
was a mere accusation, not an evi- 
dence of guilt, and no juror should 
be intluenceed by the indictment. The 
law presumes the defendant innocent 
until his guilt is manifest by compe- 
tent evidence. Judge Maxwell dwelt 
on the meaning of malice,and touched 
on Leighninger's claim that aconsnir 
acy had been formed against bim~H« 
defined conspiracy, and weat into the 
plea of self defense, instructing thi- 
jury to examine carefully into the ev- 
idence and determine whether Leigh- 
ninger's claim or the claim of thi 
state is supported 
bv the befctei 
weight 
of evidence." If the 
de 


fendant was found justiciable in the 
use of a revolver the judge instructed 
the jury to bring in a verdict of ac- 
quittal, but if the preponderance 01 
the evidence showed he was not jus- 
tified the verdict should be guilty. 
The nature of evidence was dwelt 
uoon at length, and he said that under 
the law of Ohio a person had a riyht 
to resist attack with force. The bur- 
den of proof is on the defendant to es 
tablisb his defense of self defense by a 
preponderance of the evidence. 
Other 
important 
points 
were 
brought out by Judge Maxwell, the 
charge throughout being comprehen- 
sive and clear. It was an able docu- 
ment and was beard with the closest 
attention. 
QThe jury went out at 9:30 O:clock 
and at noon had reached no decision. 
After dinner the jury returned to fur- 
ther consider the case. 


At two o'clock thif afternoon the 
jury filed into the courtroom and re- 
turned a verdict of guilty on the firsi 
charge, shooting to kill. 
Sentence 
was deferred while Captain James 
prepares a motion for a new trial.
